Resumé 

Hitherto, Danaus lotis has not been known from Formosa, but recently some specimens were caught 
there by Mr. W. CHUNG, and as a result of my research, it became clear that the Formosan Zotis 
agrees with the northern Philippines race edmondi. , 

The Formosan Žotis differs from the typical race /otis (Fig. 3) from Borneo in being more blackish 
brown on upperside of both wings. White markings except for submarginal as well as marginal ones 
on hindwing, more developed. Size somewhat larger. Very much allied to subsp. philozigetes FRUHS- 
TORFER (Fig. 2) from Philippines, but white markings somewhat developed, especially 1b and 2 
interspaces of forewing, also 1b, 2, 3, 4, and 5 interspaces of hindwing distinctly larger.
